THE HOWE SOXnrD TRAIL. 

It ia ftntioipated that tbe opening of the 
Howe Sound Trail will furnish an outlet 
' for the products of Lillooot atook-owners 
by onahling thorn to drive animals to the 
coast by a shorter arenue than that which 
has been used for many years. The dis- 
tance traversed by the now trail is IGi 
miles.It begins at a point opposite the town 
ofLillooet on Eraser River, and .ends at 
Burrard Inlet. One hundred and thirty 
miles from the starting point on the Fra- 
Bor it reaches Howe Bound, where cattle 
andoheep may be driven directly on 
board a steamboat and transported to a 
market. The Lillooet people have press- 
ed tho construction of this trail on suc- 
cessive Govornments since 18G9. We re- 
member well when Hon. Dr. Helmoken— 
a popular mombor of tho Executive Couu- 
cil under the Crown Colony system— first 
introduced the scheme into the Legisla- 
tive Council. It was favorably entertain- 
ed, but slept tho sloop of tho just until 
about five years ngo, when the Govoru- 
inont that was happily replaced by the 
present Ministry, introduced a Boheme 
f or its oonstruotion. So Uttle -were that 
Government awareof the difflcnltiesbefore 
them that they actually asBnrod tho House 
tha^i«5000 would be auffioient to open tbe 
trail. Next year they came down to tho 
House asking for §10,000. This sum was 
voted; but the following sessioa thoy 
were able to report satisfactory progresB, 
andagaiu asked for $10,000. Of this 
lastamoant thoy expended more thau 
$8000 when tho country wearying of 
thoir incompotoucy and extravagauco, 
turned thorn out of office and firmly seat- 
ed the Elliott Government as their suc- 
cessors. When the Lands & Works De- 
partment passed into the present 
hands it was ascertained that a survey 
had not been made of tho route. Incredi- 
ble as it may aeem.it is nevortholesa a fact 
that the ex-Governmont had for three 
years expended public monies-; on the 
trail without having first asoertumed the 
difliculties that lay in their path! Upwards 
of S23 000 was thrown away on a work 
that no one seemed to have a very definite 
idea as to where it ought to begin or ter- 
minate. This was piece-and-parcel with 
tbe course of the same Government re- 
speoting tho drvdock. The official records 
show that they gave out a §50,000 con- 
tract for tho construction of a cofferdam 
before thoy opened negotiations for the 
purchase of the land on which it was to 
stand. Tbe Elliott Government set about 
repairing the serious mistake of their pre- 
decessors by first sending an engineer to 
survey the line from Burrard Inlet. This 
duty, with the repairs on the wagon -road, 
occupied all one season. Last session the 
Chief Commissioner stated that a good 
line had been secured by tho engineer, 
and pledged the Government to carry tho 
■work to a succesflfnl termination during 
tho present year. That pledge has been 
redeemed. With a rapidity and energy 
that reflect the highest credit on all con- 
cerned the work has been completed, and 
the first band of cattle left Lillooet several 
days &m to oome to the coast via the new 
trrU. tJow, we do not .-write of this in a 
boastful spirit. The Government have 
only done their duty and kept their pledg- 
es; 'but our object in referring to tho 
work at this juncture is to show tho vast 
difference between the two Governments 
—a difference so great that it admits of no 
comparison. X)a the one hand wo have a 
Government that ByBtematically neglected 
their duty and violated their pledges. On 
tho other, we have a Government that has 
in every instance discharged their duty 
and kept their word. The present ia with- 
out doubt the most progressive Govern- 
ment wo have had since Confederation. 
Mr. McCroight would have done as much, 
but he was hampered for funds. The pre- 
sent Government deserve well of the coun- 
try. Thoy have raised the public credit, 
have ouorgotically pushed forward public 
works, have stimulated permanent indua- 
tries, and have refused to imperil solemn 
treaties. The voice of the country bur- 
tains tho Government, and we have confl- 
deuco fear that the House, which is the 
reflex of popular sentiment, will do so 
likewise. 

"LEGITIMATE CRITICISM." 



THE CANADIAN FAGIEIO RAILWAY 



Our contemporary COD' innoa its policy 
...of ."legitimate oritioism." This time it is 
the editor of fliis journal wbom it oriti- 
oises. Our friend is eVidently in a rage. 
Unable to answer arguments that are un- 
answoroblo it resorts to Billingsgate, 
after the iimunor ot tho Old Bailey attor- 
ney, who, when he had abadcaso, abused 
the opposite counsel. What tho moral 
character of The Colonist editor can 
have to do with the poor, demented man 
whose body was laid'away to rest yestoi- 
day, wo cannot conceive. It is easy to 
call names aud villify; but what would bo 
thought of a Government stroot busiiiuiis 
man who, envying tho success of a rivnl, 
ehonld every morning stund in front of 
his rival's door and call him a roguo, an 
embezzler and a forger, and caution peo 
plo against dealing with him? That is 
precisely the course the Standard has 
adopted towards us. Now, we might re- 
taliate with heavy churgos that would Rori- 
ously affect the reputations of tho puro 
and good men who odit tho Slundard. 
But we doipise that system of warfare; 
and W3 have tho substantial reasons of a 
2-apidly increasing circulation and advor, 
tising patronage for knowing that all 
■woU-wishorB of tho country despise it 
likewise. Wo shall therefore concede to 
the SlandM-d a. monopoly of what it con- 
siders "legitimate criticism," and confluo 
ourselves to writing down political char- 
latanism and writing up the resonrces of 
the Province.

The London "Times" Writes Sown thu 
Scheme, 



Hie Toronto " Globe " Writes it Up. 

London, Oct. 19, 1877. 

The city editor, in a review of Sandford 
Fleming's book on tho Canadian Pacific 
at length, recommends holders of Cana- 
dian securities to read it, and says: — 

" Mr. Fleming's report, maps, charts 
aud appoudicea will onablo the reader to 
obtain an idea of tho immense cost the 
line must involve. It is boneless to make 
it a paying speculation within a reason- 
able period." 

The article concludes thus: — 

"The districts surveyed are without 
inhabitants, with somo forbidding fea- 
tures, so that tho quostiun for Canada, 
and for those interested in Canadian fin- 
ancial woll-boiug, is: IIow long can tbe 
existing Provinoos of tho Dominion bear 
the dead weight of such an undertaking 
as the Canadian Pacific? Judging by 
past experience at a modorato estimate 
we may suppose that a generation 
willolapso bofore tlio Uiinadiau Pacific 
will pay its working oxpeusos. Is it worth 
Canada's while? Will it evor do any good 
to British C!olumbia or Canada ? Wo 
doubt it. At all events, it must be borne 
in mind that ita'oonstmotion^eani'fpro- 
bably a burden of at least forty or ififty 
millions sterling added to the 'already 
heavy Canadian debt, before the line has 
been worked for five years." ■■'...<,.

' It is perhaps rather advantageous than 
otherwise that tho no\vsi)apers of Great 
Britain should be fully aware of tho cost 
and diflleultieii attending tho construction 
of tho Canadian Pacific Ilailway. Tho 
daiigor has been that, looking at tbe gi- 
gantic outorpri.so from a distance, and es- 
tiiiiatiug it by Imperial instead of Cana- 
dian roBOurocs, British publicists should 
have Hii.''judgod tho causes of Canada's 
tardiness, and boon too eager in urging 
a literal compliance with the bond under 
which it .^as undertaken. There have 
been oocasioiDS wbeu this has actually 
been done,. and. charges even of bad faith 
havo not'bee'a wanting in some instances. 
It is well tho people of England .should 
undorstand exactly what tlio present pos- 
ition of ailairs is in this respoot; that thoy 
should know that a reckless and improvi- 
dent sot of men made a bargain which 
thoy know, and which some of those in 
whoso behalf it was^mado knew to ' be an 
impossibility; that the sober sense of the 
Canadian people Ikis hcen turned to tho 
rectification of the original orror, and tho 
reduction of tho scheme to something like 
sound and safo principles. 

That this is being accomplished is not, 
perhaps, fully unJorstood by the finan- 
cial editor of tho Tunes, to whose com- 
ments on Mr. Sandford Fleming's report 
our cable despatch in another oolnmn al- 
ludes; and bonce bo has been led into 
sounding a note of al.irm tc Canadian se- 
curity holders neither just in its inferen- 
ces nor necessary for tho protection of 
their interests. Tho declaration has been 
repeated over and over again in tbe vari 
ous legislative proceedings touching this 
matter that tho railway sh.ill only be con 
atrncted "as tho resources of the country 
shall permit without increasing the exist- 
ing rates of taxation;" . The allegation 
then, that the constriiclion and operating 
of tho road will probably entail an addi 
tion to tho Dominion debt of from forty 
to fifty millions sterling, or from two bun 
dred to two liunihed and fifty millions of 
dollars, is porftctly gratuitous, and con 
trary to tbe expres.s i^rovisions of Cana- 
dian legislation. Mr. Fleming's exhaus- 
tive work, with its "maps, charts, appen 
dices," and all ilio rest, lias been a little 
too much for thu worthy gentleman, 
whoso insular oxperienooa leave bim no 
room to understand either why or bow 
railways are built in these new countries 
It is not easy to see bow the Dominion 
can exist without an inter-Pro'vinoial rail 
way, how this isolated collection of coun- 
tries can bocomo really in iioart, in inter 
eat, aud in name one nation without such 
a bond of union as railway communication 
will afford. And, however willingly as- 
sented to by Canadian statesmen, however 
enthusiastically approved by the Canadian 
people, it must not be forgotten by Brit 
ish critics that the work of uniting the 
British North Amoriean Colonies was,and 
is, quite as much a measure of Imperial 
as of Dominion policy. 

This being the case, and a railway a 
necessity, the question is, how can it and 
at what rate can it be built. Now, tho 
Timvs' liiiaucinl editor will do well to 
study, not only Mr, Fleniiug's work, which 
rolate.s specitically to tho building of tbi 
road, but a great deal that has boon said 
or written on tho subject in a more gen- 
eral sense. He will find in tho present 
Canadian Pacific Bailway Act (187'1), ih 
tho manifestoes of tho Oovernmout, iu the 
Bpoochcs of the Premier, tokens of tho 
most judiciou.s diocriniiiiatiou as to tbe 
mode of proceeding. From tho shores of 
Lake Nipissing to tho foot of tho Kooky 
Mountains nature has provided, not only 
extraordinary facilities for the eonstruo- 
tion of such a railway, but also most 
valuable Hub.sidiary or temporary means 
of connection. Tho "wutor Htrotchos," 
out of wliich some silly jieoplo havo on- 
(loavonr(;d to make a few poor jokes, are 
really and trul.y the most valuable nllios 
of this ontorprific, iind eouio from point to 
jjoint to tho relief of tho constructor 
Any one solomidy attempting to frighten 
invostor.s in ('Aiut'liaii i-ecurities should 
take this into aceount, place tho facts 
clearly bci'oro tlio.Mn lio desires to serve. 

At tho present timo it may be .jfell to 
point out that only ono main section of 
tho Canadian Paoilio Biiihvay is actually 
under ciHiHtruction — the '120 niilos, more 
or less, from L ilce Siqitrior to Bed Eiver. 
Both upcni national aud economical 
grounds t!ji; coiupU'tion of this road baa 
to bo eirocted. When it is recollected 
that it will throw open and brjlng witjhin 
a fow hours' journey the North-vest Ter- 
ritories, with their boundless lesourcos 
and tho lua.^niilcciit water highw.iy of tlio 
gic.'it lakes and tho Ht. Lawrence, it is ab- 
surd to jumi) to tho conclusion that tho 
lino will bo a burden upon tho Canadian 
taxpayer. Bnilt at a comparatively mo- 
dej ato cost, and oconomicully worked, wo 
Biio no reason why at a vory early period 
that road bhonhl not becoiuo a paying un- 
dertaking. The v.'atin's of Lako Winni- 
peg and tho Kiiskaichewan being thus 
reach(,Hl, tiio ipiestiou of grndiially carry- 
ing the lino across the prairie region will 
have, from timo to timo, to bo decided ])y 
considerations of tbe jncana at command, 
the progress of sottlomout, or the de- 
mands of comraorco, Ouco lot a popula- 
tion pour iu— -and it in tho ilrst section of 
railway that will enable it to do fio — 
and tho rate of production in Buch u re- 



gion as the North-west will be rai>id al- 
most beyond conception. It seems but 
the other' day Red River settlors were 
perishing from famine, and cut off from 
the rest of tho wcy:ld. At this moment- 
political troubles, grasshopper visitation, 
and all the diffioultioB attending tbe or- 
ganization of snob a commmunity not- 
withstanding — thoy havo a surplus of 
500,000 bushels of grain to export if only 
provided with tho menus of transporta- 
tion. Let but railway cominunioation 
with Lake Sujierior bo established, and 
tbe financial editor of the Times will uot 
bo long before be finds himself sustained 
in his arduous duties by tbe contempla- 
tion on his breakfast table of mony a juicy 
steak, and maay a loaf of bread, the pro- 
duce of Canada'.s North-western Terri- 
tories, 

Probably, however, it is tho British 
Columbian soctiop of tbe Canadian Paci- 
fic that has most appalled tho financial 
editor. But here again he may rest as- 
sured that no rash action will mark tho 
conduct of the present Government of 
Canada. Even the British Columbians 
themselves are not in so much basto to 
cross the Eocky mountains as to see tho 
vast and varied resources of their country 
developed. Even there, then, tbe railway 
must be regarded largely as a coloniza- 
tion road creating settlement, aud stimu- 
lating production ns it is itself created. 
It may bo quite possible, slowly perhaps, 
but steadily, to accomplish this end. At 
present the interior is aJl but inaccosiblo, 
and yet tbe wealth to bo obtained from 
areaBof fertile land that, judged by a 
Eti'rppean standard, aro onormous, al- 
though dwarfed by comi)arinon with tho 
North-West is incalculable, wliilo mining 
industry is chocked and hindered by the 
want of ready means of tr.msjKjrtiug men, 
luateriulH and siipplies. If tho liuauoiul 
editor of tho Tunes, instead of scaring 
Canadian investors with a bogv of its own 
creation when lio tells about Canada bnr- 
doning herself with tho dead weight of a 
Paoific railw.ay, will really apijlv liimself 
to a study of tho country about wliich ho 
is writing, and the policy by which it is 
proposed to make that countrr tributary 
to tho commerce of the world.'he will find 
a wide field for his inquiries, and!- be bet- 
ter able to , tell people where they * may 
'fliid a pWfitable means of investment.

The "Catholic Sentinel" on Mrs, Lake 

Mrs. Lake lectured recently on "Eo- 
msnism in America" and tho Catholic 
Sentinel describes tho efl'ort iu this wise: 

"Eight tolls of tho town-clock announ- 
ces the advent of tho witching hour when 
'Rome' is expected to commence 'howling' 
under the vituperative lash of woman's 
torturing tongue. Bnt-harkl Out ujjon 
tho night air reverberates the silvery tonos 
of another bell! It is the evening Ange- 
lu8 of the Sisters of tlio Most Holy Names 
who at tho present moment are quietly 
gathered in their convent chapel praying 
for 'peace and good-will to all men.' And 
yet, aa thoy kneel there peacefully before 
tho sacred presgnce of God, petitioning 
the throne of Grace for morcy upon all 
sinners, a few ])eoplo havo congregated 
through curiosity for tlio purpose of list- 
ening to any 'awful disclosuroa of convent 
life' which may spring from tho vitiated 
mind of personified immodesty. 

At about a quarter past eight a small- 
sized female of brunette complexion en- 
tered tho hall, manuscript in hand, and 
ascoutliug tho platform faced an audience 
of about thirty pooplo— nearly one half of 
whom were Catholics. Sho commenced 
by regretting the spai'senesa of jjeoplo in 
attendance, being evidently impressed 
with the uncomfortable idea that as a fi- 
nancial speculation her 'No-Popory' plot 
was a miserable failure. However, sho 
was determined to speak hor iiioce, and 
took for hor oponing text a portion of 
Washington's farewell address, which had 
as much application to her theme as a 
chapter from the Kdran would have for a 
leotiu'o cn couKury. Passing under review

slu)w to her own satisfaction that the god- 
dess of liberty waH in imminent danger of 
being 'taken iu and done for' unless the 
American people kept their 'weather eye' 
open all the time. She then read from 
hor mannacript a copy of what she st^-led 
'the .Tesait's oath,' which sho cTpied from 
Sam Slick's scrap book, or from some 
other equally tiuthontic (;oin|)ilatioii. 
Her next tilt was with Cardin;d ^McCIjs-
